At 09:12 02/18/2001 -0500, on QRP-L, you wrote: 

>The reason that you have not encountered an antenna switch for open wire 
>line is that one has never been built! Most folks who use open wire 
>line don't often switch it. 


Why is that? They only have one antenna? 


>Switching it and maintaining impedance 

>matching involves careful consideration of line spacing. This means a 
>wide variation in line spacing to accommodate different lines. There 
>have been a few 300 ohm twinlead switches, but to accommodate real open 
>wire line spacing from 1 inch to 6 inches would be a terror! 


Well, my antenna switch will accommodate 1 inch spaced lines quite 

readily (six inches is another matter). And I have to disagree with your 
statement about line spacing. The impedance bump caused by inserting 
switches and wiring into the open wire feeders causes negligible losses at 
HF frequencies. As long as the path is equal and symmetrical in both 
directions, the effect will be negligible. Even a total mish-mosh of 
wiring at 10 meters, that amounted to 5 or 6 inches, would only involve 
1/100 of a wavelength. Hardly an effect at all. 


With regards to my antenna switch, I did the following test: I put my 
20-meter loop, fed with ladder line, into my antenna switch, and switched 
so that it routed to the tuner (also via ladder line). On 10 meters, I 
adjusted my MFJ-971 tuner for near 1:1 SWR. Then, I removed the antenna 
switch, and fed the antenna/feedline directly to the antenna 

tuner. Without any adjustments, the SWR was something less than 1.2:1, 
which was easily tweaked out (as if I needed to). I consider that a 
near-worst case, being at 10 meters. However, the effects might be 
somewhat more pronounced with different antennas, depending on how badly 
mis-matched the antenna's SWR is to begin with. 


I would be more concerned about losses in the switches due to the 
dielectric (they are not RF-rated switches) and arcing with high voltages 
in high-impedance situations. I have encountered neither problem, but 
that's why I recommend no more than 10 Watts PEP with my switch.

Hi All 


Again today the contest was a blast. I didn't do as well as Saturday, 
but then again I worked many of the strong stations then. I worked 
everything from 80 through 10. 20 Meters was the best band overall from 
here with my antennas. The setup was the K2 and a set of dipoles at 
varying heights. Except for six QSOs where the power was set at 5 Watts 
the entire contest was run at 500 mWatts. I kicked it up on a few just 
to be sure I got the new country QRP. In the end the only one I needed 
to kick the power up for was D68C. The other five countries I eventually 
worked at the 500 mWatt level. 


The total take was 189 QSOs with one DUPE. 183 were at the 500 mWatt 
level. I ended up with 113 mults for a claimed score of 63,732. Looking 
over the list it looks like I got 50 countries in the contest. I haven't 
worked out how many are new ones yet. I guess I earned 183 1,000 mile 
per watt award - I don't think I'll apply for them all. 


This was one fun contest. The K2 performed very well for this one. I 
had the filter set at 300 hz for the contest and never really need to 
change it. 


The strange one in the contest was getting ZF2NT on three bands but not 
being able to get the second Cayman Islands station at all. They were 
both running a KW according to the exchange and both seemed just as 
strong at this end. I'd be curious to compare rigs and antennas between 
the two. None of the HI stations could pull in my 500 mWatts. I did get 
AK once but sure missed KL7Y - don't know where he was as I never heard 
him. 


Code speeds were just fine for me. What I did notice, mostly on Sunday, 
was guys sending CQ real quick after not getting an answer. I barely had 
time to get out the W in the call before they were sending again. They 
were hurting themselves as they were going to miss a number of the weaker 
stations. I gave up a few times. They would have done better with a 
longer pause, but then again when you seem to be sending CQ forever 
without an answer I guess you start getting quick on the key - being 
tired after a day on the rig with little sleep probably doesn't help 


either.

The quality of the inverter and the current draw will affect 

your noise level immensely. This won't answer your question but 
might give you a point of reference. I have a 2.4 kw 12 volt Trace 
DR series inverter running off of 700 a/h 12 volt battery bank. This 
thing will provide surge power up to about 6 kwh(not qrp) I dont run 
the radios off of it but do run the radios off of the same 12 volt 
batteries. I have noise problems more with my Oak Hills 40 meter 
explorer when the inverter is under heavy load (washing machine 

or gas heated clothes dryer). My icom 746 is "mostly" immune to 

the same level of hash. Consequently I dont use the explorer 

much at home. In fact am seriously considering selling it and 
getting a good qrp wattmeter. 


I can imagine that the tube rigs would be a real challenge on 
an inverter. When I first started into solar power back in 80-81 
I had a HW-101. It didnt take me long to figure out that with 


the measly 15 watt panel, running the HW101 was not going to 
be feasible and shortly traded in on an Argo 509.

Hi gang: 


Well, I've re-earned my "persistence'n'patience" strips again! 
Fri. night was great as per my post -- 71 QSOs in 47 countries. 
Propagation just wasn't good for me Sat. night. I only managed 
30 more QSO's in 6 more countries. So the total was 101 QSO's, 
53 countries. The best was D68C taking the time to invite me 
down to 80m, and when I said "sir no ant", he then invited me 
to call D8C on the high bands! That's what "SD" does ina 


contest. I started on 10m with 500mw, got requested down to 

15m, then a RA1 on 15m asked me to go down to 20m. Both QSY's 
worked surprisingly. Then I got TZ6DX in Mali on the 20m loop -- 
pretty easy. A pair of VK'' and 3 KH6's were also easy. 


But the rest of the night was drudgery and misery. 
About 6.5 hours of operating for a rate of about 4.6 QSO's per 
hour or some such number. 


This doesn't mean 1 every 12 minutes. There were 40-50 min. 
periods of calling stns up and down the band over and over 
again, then nailing two quick ones in a 1x1 exchange in the 
next 2 mins. Then more futile calling until the next hit. Ok, 
this is where the newbies stuff comes in. 


All of our posting about our great DX'ploits must be pretty 
intimidating, especially if you have to work hard to make 
ordinary QSO's on 40m, or even 20 and 15m. Here come these 
veterans who rack up 430QSO's in near to 100 countries in 

one weekend. Incidentally, those guys also intimidate me, 

in case you wonder how a veteran looks at phenomenal results! 

I'm not a top-of-the-pile kind of DX'r -- I can't sit long 

enough and even if I could, I wouldn't make 430QSO's ina 

DX contest. Never did, never will. But I do 

like a challenge! That's why I will run 500-800mw on the high 
bands in a DX contest -- 5w is kind of too easy. And that's why 

I focus on 30m DXCC and now this 40m DX thing during contests. 

If I manage to work a few DX stns, I'm impressed. In fact, 

just about every time a DX answers me, I'm impressed. And 

when something like D68C or TZ6DX stop the pile-up for me, 

it knocks my socks off! So, what I'm trying to get across is 

a simple point: you have to just keep plodding along from one QSO to 
the next, not knowing if the previous QSO was actually the last 
one you'll make. Can't run at 30wpm for the DX contest? You DON'T 
have to! I heard so many 12-14wpm types making QSO's on 40m 

that I stopped noticing. Sure, the DX is going 30wpm, but all 

you have to do is copy him sending your call! Every time I had 

to go into a repeat routine Sat. night, I QRS'd and the DX 
followed my speed down. So, bottom line, when you try to work 

a DX contest, or just work DX, you start out with the knowledge 
that if propagation is right and you have a decent ant. like a 
dipole, you'll work some DX if you stick at it. But the operative 
assumption is that you won't work but 1 out of 20 or more. Another 
way of looking at it -- unanswered calling isn't a waste -- it's 
good code practice! And when one finally does come back to you, 
well, you'll just have to find out what it feels like yourself! 


I rummaged through my old DX contest logs and discovered that 


I've actually worked 70 countries on 40m. One at a time. No 
point in counting until it seems that you have a bunch. 


The CQ WW is coming up in May -- that's always a good one. 
Good luck!

A PIC 16F84 will draw less than 1 mA at a slow clock 
rate (I've measured 700 uA with 455 kHz clock), and if 
you go really slow (e.g. 32 kHz) you're down in the

Keith WB2VUO asked: 


>I am about a week from (finally) getting a PSK-31 
>interface together, and after browsing a number of 


>pages dedicated to such, I am wondering why the 
>emphasis on the serial port PTT setup... 


It all depends on what comes out of the sound card. In 
particular, what xelsex, other than PSK31 noises, comes 
out? The radio won't care: it will key for OS-generated 
bleeps and blips, and it will key for input audio being 
echoed to the output. You might be able to tweak anti-VOX 
settings, but it ends up being easier to just plug in 

to a serial port. 


Serial port usage is convenient, but there's nothing sacred 
about it. Parallel ports are easy to use, but tend to be 

in short supply. It sould be simple to make an ISA card 
that did the same thing - a programmable latch with some 
transmitter control outputs. 


A PCI card to do the same thing is another matter...

This formula works fine for square vertical loops as low as 1/8th wavelength 
above ground at the corner feed point. This assumes that it is constructed 
of bare or enameled wire and that the insulation supports at the voltage 
nodes (1/4th wavelength from feed point) are low loss and in the clear. The 
length will be considerably reduced due to its velocity factor if plastic 
coated wire is used. I have never noticed any signal difference between 
using bare wire or plastic covered electrical wire cut to the correct 
length. 

When the loop is in a horizontal configuration the formula holds good when 
the antenna is at least 1/2 wavelength high and in the clear. The impedance 


at resonance, at the feed point should be about 125 ohms. A good match is to 
use a 1/4th wavelength (x velocity factor) of 75 ohm coax which should 
produce an impedance of 50 ohms. A choke at the antenna feed point will 
reduce currents on the outside of the coax. This can be accomplished by 
making a few turns in the 75 ohm matching section. If the antenna is 
directly fed via open wire feeder and a balanced tuner, then the dimensions 
are not critical and the antenna can be used on several bands.

The schedule started with a good size group 

of HFpackers gathering and talking on the 

15 meter HFpack frequency (21.437). California 
was hit hard with pounding rain and cold winds, 
making the outdoor activity an interesting 
experience!

50 watt walking portable Q5 (250 miles away).

After quite a while, the signals 
came up, so we decided to try the HF packs 
again. 


A few minutes later, walking around with our 
pedestrian mobile rigs, we made solid 
contact. Sure enough, perfect Q5 copy both 
ways on CW while standing there on the 
hillside... Sideband was only about Q3, 

but we managed to ride the peaks of the QSB 
waves to exchange reports. All of a sudden, 
once it dawned on us, there was a lot of 
laughter and whooping going out over 6500 
miles of ocean...

I will be moving this summer to a newly built house, which, as most newly 
built houses do, has a no-antenna clause in the CC&Rs. (It was my wife's 
turn to pick the house.:-) ) So I will be stuck with an indoor antenna. I 
expect to put a doublet in the attic, center fed with balanced line, and I 
will try to use it on as many hf bands as I can tune it up on. I will be 
using a balanced tuner. The antenna will run with the roof peak, and will 
be about 16 feet above ground level. The attic is about 58 feet long. Now 
my questions: 


Would there be any advantage to making the antenna of material heavier than 
12 gauge wire? For instance, copper tubing, or perhaps a cage arrangement? 


Would it be worth while to add a bit of length on the ends, hanging down, to 
get the length closer to a halfwave at 40 meters? 


Is there an an advantage to using 450 ohm ladder line vs. good 300 ohm line, 
or should I try something else altogether? (I will have a conduit from the 
attic to the basement shack to ease getting the feedline installed.) 


Finally, what kind of performance can I expect? Will I still be able to 
operate QRP, or will I have to go back to the 50-100 watt level to 


communicate. 


I'm asking these questions here because there seems to be a good number of 
helpful, knowledgeable folks who read this list, and antennas are not my 
specialty.

My attic dipole is made out of 18 ga uninsulated strand wire. It's what was 
left over from a RS Shortwave antenna kit. My attic is 56 feet wide. I have 
a half wave 40m dipole and I bent the ends, not down, but to contour the 
slope of the roof. One bend goes East the other end goes west...I have no 
reason for this, it was just easier. 


I feed it with RG8X coax of all things. I only run QRP. 450 Ohm 
ladderliune would be better though, lots less lossy. 


My 5w Ten Tec Scout and a tuner can tune the thing on 15, 20, 30, and 40m - 
I have never tried it on 80 or 10. My dipole runs E-W so I am radiating 
N-S. I hope you can get a N-S dipole so it radiates E-W. I think that 
would be better. 


I have worked: Brazil, Peru, Cuba, Aruba, Hawaii, Alaska, Canada, Mexico, 
Lithuania, Slovenia, Czech Republic, Russia, Ukraine, Reunion Island, 
Belieze, 

Italy, France, Spain, UK, Caymans, Virgins, Slovak Republic, and a few 
others. 


I also have WAS with my 1.2 watt Norcal 40A and this antenna. If you use 
wire, 1 think it would be easier to go back up at a later date and adda

‘key from the PC seral port is the MOST DANGEROUS. 


In order to protect most solid state radios form possible death 
you must use a RS-232 to TTL interface. 


Most PCs output RS-232 from their seral ports. 
RS-232 is usually greater than (+ AND -) six Volts. 


Most radios only want to see a closure to chassis ground 
at the PTT port. That port input is usually via a TTL (or equivalent) 
"gate" . 


Anything more negative than 0.6 Volts OR 
anything greater than plus five Volts will kill a TTL gate 
unless additional protection is provided, an interface. 


The 232 to TTL interface is very simple .

All good things must come to an end, (whew, thank goodness,relief at last), 
and so it is with the infamous Radiokit. I have been playing with the rig 
for over two weeks now and find it to be quite stable and drift free. I 
changed the power jack to a plastic cased mini phono, after I blew a fuse 
plugging in the external power supply. Also I started getting some 
oscillations on the MC1350P as I tuned through the area of about 7.21 MHz. 
This chip has a lot of gain and I suspected the 12 MHz IF was getting on the 
VCC so I soldered a 47 mf 63 volt electrolytic across the VCC input of the 
7812 and ground and that fixed the problem. No particular reason for this 
value, practically anything from 10 mf to 100 mf would have worked nicely, I 
just happen to have this cap laying on the bench at the time. There are 
still two quirky little items left to be resolved. Neither one affects the 
operation of the rig, just little annoyances. One is the loud sidetone and 
the other is the tendency for the side tone to start off about 200 Hz lower 
in frequency and then swing up when the relay is first pulled in. While the 
relay is still pulled in the side tone stays the same. I checked it on the 
air and the transmit frequency is not pulling, but it appears to be on the 
receiver only. If any one has a fix for this, let me know and maybe at some 
later date I'll take care of it. In the mean time it's time to move on. Now 
where did I put that schematic for the pixie2, maybe if I modify

Larger tubing may reduce some losses, and may provide a broader 
resonance. But the fundamental problem remains: the antenna is too low, 
and inside a structure. I would think it isn't worth it. 


>Would it be worth while to add a bit of length on the ends, hanging down, to 
>get the length closer to a halfwave at 40 meters? 


It might help a bit on 40m, if you have trouble getting the antenna tuner 
to tune on that band. 


>Is there an an advantage to using 450 ohm ladder line vs. good 300 ohm line, 
>or should I try something else altogether? (I will have a conduit from the 
>attic to the basement shack to ease getting the feedline installed.) 


The 300 ohm line usually has a solid jacket of plastic between the 
conductors. This type of line has almost as much loss per foot as coax. 


The 450 ohm line usually has windows in the plastic, and has much less 
loss. 


>Finally, what kind of performance can I expect? Will I still be able to 
>operate QRP, or will I have to go back to the 50-100 watt level to 
>communicate. 


It will work QRP, but any station works better with better antennas, at 
any power level.

Nope. The antenna's radiation resistance will be high enough on all bands 
(except for maybe 80m) that the conductor's loss resistance for 12 gauge 
copper will be negligible. 


> Would it be worth while to add a bit of length on the ends, hanging down, 
to 
> get the length closer to a halfwave at 40 meters? 


Not really, unless you were wanting the antenna to resonant on 40m and feed 
it with coax without a tuner. If you are using parallel line with the 
required tuner there will be little noticable effect from the antenna being 


just a bit short. 


> Is there an an advantage to using 450 ohm ladder line vs. good 300 ohm 
line, 

> or should I try something else altogether? (I will have a conduit from 
the 

> attic to the basement shack to ease getting the feedline installed.) 


300 ohm line will be fine for your indoor use. I hope that your conduit is 
not metal! 


> Finally, what kind of performance can I expect? Will I still be able to 
> operate QRP, or will I have to go back to the 50-100 watt level to 
> communicate. 


It should work pretty good. Performance will not be as good as an antenna 
in the free and clear but lots of QRP QSOs can be made. The main 
degradation to performance will be the result of RFI radiated from sources 
within your house. Computers and TVs are the main culprits. Therefore, 
receiving will probably be what is most hindered by having your indoor 
antenna. 


Orientation should not be a concern. Since the antenna is relatively low to 
the ground (16 feet) and lots of other wiring will be tightly coupled to 
your antenna because of near-field effects, the directional properties will 
be very hard to predict but will probably not be very noticable. Your 
residence will become your antenna system, not just the wire :-) 


Good luck and let us know when you get it on the air.
